Length of Life Increases Can- 
cer Death Rate 

SIGMA XI SOCIETY 

Remarkable Decrease in Tu- 
berculosis and Typhoid 
in United States 




In 1 lit? last twenty yoiirc», the death- 
rate nf tuberculosis has been reduced 
by half, infant mortality by one-third 
and typhoid stamped nut (n such an 
extent that it ja no longer h very 
serious menace. This was tlui 
astonlsblu.ir and eneoiiragiri'B slate- 
nient of Dr. Mvingalon l'arrnnd. 
president of Cornell University, who 
spoKe on "Health" before the Stigma 
XI Society lust night in the llioiugioii 
Kuilding. 

Onr of the problems facing Iho 
world today is that nt the children „( 
Uiiropc forced to suffer malnutri- 
tion ever since IPH. The vitality of 
those countries affected by the war 
was shuttered to an alarming degree . 
In face of this, the losses' by death 
are practically negligible. All entire 
generation which will be instrumental 
in restoring peace-conditions in the 
next decade or so has been rendered 
unfitted for its duties In such i n ex- 
lent that its health is a menace to 
the world. The whole group of bio- 
logical sciences must combine in 
the research so urgently required. 

Increase in Health is a good example 
of scientific results, applied thorough- 
ly. It is difficult to procure really 
complex statistics of the presence of 
disease and the death rate of a. par- 
ticular cpctlemic, In considering the 
morbidity of slate or province the 
change irj the expectation of life 
an aid In coining to a decision. Dr. 
Furrand gave some startling tigurcs 
In showing the average increase, of 
life in the last four or fke centuries. 
As far as is known the death of the 
average Englishman of the 16th Cen- 
tury occured when he was 20 years 
old: this average length of life had 
increased to 25 years by the 17th Cen- 
tury: to ai by the ISth Century, while 
in the latter part nf the 19t.ll it had 
! risen t<. about i">. In the United 
States, where the conditions are 
roughly the same as hi Canada. each 
baby in 1320 might hope for 50 years 
of life. These improvements are due 
to the application of the accumulated 
results of research and the advance in 
sanitation. Districts vary consider- 
ably In the extent 'nf their advance 
in this respect. New Zealand having 
the remarkable record of an average 
life of fi'i years, while the white people 
In India have the terrible average of 
20 or 21 . 

Certain causes for an increase, in 
longevity an? reductions in the mor- 
tality if infants and front tubercu- 
losis. Great improvement h ha ve been 
made in the United Slates. Itefoi'C 
the war. the death rale of babies under 
births, while in 19111 It was down to 
94. 4. The greatest drop was In Ihe

In comparing the games as the 
spectator sees them, the main points 
of Considération are: the openness of 
play: opportunities for team and In- 
dividual wcvk, and kicking: as well its 
continuity of action. 

1. The Canadian code requires that 
a team on the offensive gain ten yards 
In three downs, or forfeit possession 
of the ball; whereas, tlié American 
allows four downs in which tc. gain 
the coveted distance: 

2. Interférence, south of the border, 
is unlimited, but in Canada it is re- 
stricted to three yards In front of thi! 
line of sorimmage, and only men with- 
in one' ynt'-d of this line, aj the time 
the brill is put into play, arc allowed 
to interfere at all. 

In this respect scoring pointr. under 
the Canadian rules must ho more dif- 
ficult of accomplishment than under 
the American, (for it Ik obvious that 
if to advance the ball ten yards in 
four, .downs with unlimited interfer- 
ence proves a hard task, to advance 
it the simc distance in three downs 
v. \ih interference curtailed must prove 
a grea'cr task.

large cities, the example of Cleve- 
land being noteworthy. In that city 
in 190S the death rate was 181 per 
thousand hinhr, while it was reduced 
to 104 by 1920. 

The reduction of the toll of tuber- 
culosis shows whet the. application of 
modern knowledge in the matter of 
prevention and cure ctn accomplish. 
In 1905. when this disease was the 
chief cause of death, TOO in tvery 
hundred thousand of the population 
perished from it* fffects. In 1611 
the number was 159, which was re- 
duced to 114 by 1920. Dr. Farrand 
described the demonstration conduct- 
ed in a small town .in Massacbussetts, 
Tramihgham. Here a campaign 
against tuberculosis was instituted 
and in five short years the death rate 
per hundred thousand tf population 
was decreased from 1&0 to 50. These 
results inspired another aeries of 
demonstrations, one In a rural com- 
munity, one in Syracuse end a third in 
the district around Bellevue Hospital 
In New York City. The purpose Is 
to prove to the general public Oat 
with proper precautions and a. moder- 
scourage may be Hta.mped out. 

Heart and pneumonia diseases now 
cause more deaths than tuberculosis, 
while dipthcrla has rapidly decreased. 
More attention should be paid to 
whooping-cough, which is rapidly in- 
creasing. 

There is no real gauge for the exw 
lent of serious illness but the Metro- 
politan Insurance Company had found 
that two per cent is always seriously 
111, while the average loss of time 
through sickness -in 7.2 days per an- 
num. In 191 D one authority stated 
that there existed in the Southern 
States six million cases ai' malaria, 
with a. death rate of !1 per hundred 
thousand of the population. The in- 
crease in oaricer is partly actna.l and 
partly due to Improved diagnosis and 
repents. However, Dr. Farrand ia 
confident that a' cure for cancer will 
be discovered in the not distant future. 
Scientific research has given the world 
enough knowledge to overcome the 
devitalization in Eurr/pp, if It will only 
use it.
